GENERAL HENDERSON AND PRESIDENT COLE 

SUMMARY 

1. WITH LESS THAN SIX MONTHS BEFORE OPENING, USCG HENDERSON 

AND EXPO ORGANIZER MAKING FINAL WORLDWIDE APPROACH TO INTERESTED 
GOVERNMENTS. NECESSARY TO GO ALL OUT IN THIS EFFORT GET 
PARTICIPATION COMMITMENTS. APPRECIATE CONTINUING EMBASSY 
EFFORTS ACCOMPLISH THIS GOAL. WILL FILE REPORT TO BIE AT 
APRIS NOV 29 SEMI-ANNUAL MEETING. PROMISING DEVELOPMENTS IRAN 
MAKE VISIT THERE FIRST PRIORITY WITH TRIP THROUGH WESTERN EUROPE 
TO FOLLOW. APPOINTMENTS TO BE MADE BY EMBASSIES AS SUGGESTED 
BELOW. PRESENT PLAN IS THAT PRESIDENT COLE WILL RETURN 
TO SPOKANE VIA PACIFIC AREA TO ATTEMPT CONFIRM OPPORTUNITIES 
THAT HAVE DEVELOPED THERE.
